Within a year tha camphor trade of 
the world has become 
a 
monopoly 
The trees which yield this fragrant and 
useful gum are to be found all over 
Asia and the East Indies 
but 
the 
principal 
production 
from them 
is 
confined 
to tho island 
of Formosa 
which belong 
to Japan 
China was 
never able to furnish mora than 200 
000 pounds a year and Japan now pro ¬ 
duces about 
300000 
But Formosa 
annual output for several years paat 
haR been between 6000000 and 7000 
000 pounds 
Little 
la to be had at 
present 
from any other 
aouree and 
there is no prospect of any change in 
the situation for a long time to come 
says the New York Tribune 
In deciding to exercise control ovsr 
the production of camphor Japan hat 
been actuated by two motives 
In the 
flrst place she wants to obtain revenue 
therefrom 
as France 
does from the 
match nnd cigar industries 
Hut she 
also seeks to avert the killing of the 
goose which lays the golden eggs for 
her 
In other words she has under ¬ 
taken to protect the camphor forests 
which were in danger of extinction 
A recent consular report from Tamsui 
declares thnt 
no 
fewer than 
1500 
armed guards are to be placed on duty 
on the edge of the forests in order to 
enforce regulations which have recent ¬
